F or Vicky Vlassis- 

Radulovich, there’s no 
better sound than that of her 
students developing their 
skills. 

It’s music to her ears. 

It’s a sound the 34-year- 
old voice teacher wants to 
hear more of, not only in 
Grimsby where she opened 
Strive Studios four years ago, 
but also in her hometown of 
Pelham. 

Vlassis-Radulovich, a 
Beamsville resident, recently 
launched a new Strive loca¬ 
tion, working out of Fonthill 
United Church. 

She has been offering voice 
lessons at a small studio for 
several years, but positive 
feedback has prompted her 
to expand into a full music 
school and include not only 
voice but also piano, violin, 
guitar and bass instruction. 

Vlassis-Radulovich, who 
has a master’s degree invoice 


and spent years performing 
across Ontario and in Europe, 
said many of Strive’s students 
travel from across Niagara for 
lessons. 

She’s hopeful that launch¬ 
ing a second location will 
increase convenience and 
improve accessibility to music 
lessons for people of all ages. 

Strive's instructors are not 
only professional musicians 
but also trained educators, 
which Vlassis-Radulovich 
believes makes all the 
difference. 

It ensures teachers not only 
specialize in their instrument, 
but also have the “capability 
and technical knowledge to 
... transfer that information to 
students correcdy and effec¬ 
tively,” she said. 

Staff at the Fonthill loca¬ 
tion include piano teacher 
Tatiana Korotkova, who holds 
a PhD in music educahon 
from the Russian Academy of 
Education in Moscow; violinist 
Jadwiga Pomorski, who holds 
a master’s degree from the 


Music University of Katowice 
in Poland; and guitar and bass 
teacher Brent Wirth, a classi¬ 
cally trained guitarist and lead 
performer in band Thought 
Beneath Film. 

“Some people learn as a 
hobby and others take it really 
seriously,” Vlassis-Radulovich 
said of music lessons, which 
are offered at Strive from 
beginner to advanced. 

Lessons can help improve 
focus and cognitive function 
in children and to relieve 
stress in students of all ages, 
she added. 

Vlassis-Radulovich knows 
first-hand the impact lessons 
can have on a person, having 
started piano and violin when 
she was only eight years old. 

“It enlightens, it engages, it 
teaches focus, discipline and 
creativity,” she said. 

“I do love to perform, but 
my true calling is teaching."

IS KEPT COMPLETELY CONFIDENTIAL AND WILL NEVER BE SHARED. SOME IMPORTANT 
PIECES OF INFORMATION TO KEEP UP TO DATE AT THE PHARMACY INCLUDE: 

• Phone numbers, including mobile or work numbers that are appropriate to contact you at 

• Address, especially when items are requested to be delivered

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Expansion could add 200 jobs in St. Catharines

A mobile phone service company that 
recently set up shop in St. Catharines 
will soon be hiring additional staff — as 
many as 200 jobs over the long term. 

Ting, which opened a temporary 
office at One St. Paul St. in downtown St. 
Catharines in May, is close to finalizing 
a deal for a permanent facility a “stone’s 
throw” from city hall with enough space 
to house 200 employees, said vice- 
president of customer experience Ross 

“We will be growing into that space 
over the next few years,” he said. 


The company, a subsidiary of Tucows, 
provides mobile phone service to cus¬ 
tomers throughout the United States. 
The company pays to access the wireless 
network of Sprint in the U.S. at a whole¬ 
sale price and resells it. 

Ting currently has approximately 25 
employees at its customer service cen¬ 
tre at One St. Paul. 

"I hate to call it just a call centre,” 
Rader said. “We do our own customer 
service, we don’t out-source. It’s pretty 
unconventional. 

"Our customer service people do eve¬ 
rything, whether it’s billing or sales or 
technical support. It’s one stop, one 
caU." 


Rader said customer service 
jobs start at a pay rate of $32,000 
per year. He said the company 
will hold a job fair sometime in 
October as it begins adding staff 
leading into the move to the new 
office. 

Ting was created in 2012 as a 
subsidiary of Tucows, a company 
that provides Internet services 
such as domain names to busi- 

The U.S. offers greater oppor¬ 
tunities than Canada for smaller 
companies to access the infra¬ 
structure of larger players in the 
telecommunications industry, 
Rader said. 

“The United States is a big 
market, there’s a lot of opportu¬ 
nity down there,” Rader said. 

“The U.S. telecom market is 
really favourable in terms of 
wholesale access, whereas Can¬ 
ada is less so. We would love to 

such as Buffalo, Welland, Ham¬ 
ilton, Barrie and Guelph, before 


settling on St. Catharines as its 
third branch (it's headquarters 
are in Toronto, while it’s handset 
delivery centre is in Starkville, 
Miss.). 

“In every category, St. 
Catharines really stood out from 
the other cities we were looking 
at. Whether it be the demograph¬ 
ics, the job market, the people 
who live there, the co-operation 
we get from the city — you name 
it, St. Catharines scored highly in 
those categories.” 

In its 2014 Competitive Alter¬ 
natives report released in May, 
KPMG consultants ranked Nia¬ 
gara (its 12 municipalities as a 
whole) the sixth most competi¬ 
tive place to do business among 
15 Canadian cities. The study 
ranked Niagara fourth-best 
for digital services and first for 
video-game production in that 


was introducing us to landlords, 
showing us around the city and 
telling us about all the develop¬ 
ment projects .... He worked hard 
on selling us on St. Catharines — 
he didn’t have to work as hard as 
he did.” 

Marino said attracting a com¬ 
pany like Ting builds on the city’s 
master plan for an interactive 
digital media cluster. 

“That can be from call centres 
to video-production companies 
to the gaming industry. There’s 
a multitude of companies that 
make up that sector," Marino 
said. 

He noted those companies 
are attracted to St. Catharines in 
part because of a “very, very sig¬ 
nificant fibre optics hub in the 
(downtown) core. These types of 
companies require access to that 
type of bandwidth.” 

Marino said having Ting move 
into the downtown speaks to a 
return on investment die city has 
made in the core in recent years. 

“It’s a fantastic, great nr 
story for St. Catharines." 
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S JOBS: Manpower releases Q4 outlook 

Job prospects rosy in 
Welland-Port Colborne

Catharines and Niagara 
Falls indicated plans to 
hire, but 17% of Garden City 
employers anticipate job 
cuts while 20% in the Falls 
plan to scale back, Moretti 

In Fort Erie, 10% plan to 
hire and 10% plan to cut 
back. 

Moretti did not have a 
breakdown of what sectors 
in Niagara planned to add 
or decrease jobs. 

Manpower reported in 
Ontario and Quebec that
